slowly disappeared after the tenth 
day, and, by the fifteenth day, ulcera- 
tion had completely subsided. By the 
end of the third week, the skin lesions 
had completely healed and the scars 
were barely visible. 


Treatment 


There is little known of the treat- 
ment of this disease; however, it is 
logical to treat the mouth lesions with 
as extreme care as any severe stoma- 
titis. 

1. Caustics, as sometimes used in 
treating a Vincent’s stomatitis, should 
not be used. 

2. Sulfadiazine was administered 
internally, mainly to eliminate sec- 
ondary infection.
